The conference this year will deal with the 
State's Ten-Year Program for the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis.

for the Prevention of Tuberculosis by Henry 
D. Chadwick, M.D., Superintendent, West- 
field State Sanatorium; Health Education by 
Fredrika Moore, M.D., Pediatrician, State 
Department of Public Health; Physical 
Education as a Defensive Measure by Carl 
Schrader, Supervisor of Physical Education, 
State Department of Education and the 
Question Box by Merrill Champion, M.D., 
Director, Division of Hygiene, State Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 

Burr F. Jones of the Department of Edu- 
cation will preside at the afternoon session 
when a local Superintendent of Schools and a 
School! Nurse will consider the Ten-Year 
Program from their specific points of view. 
A’ demonstration of the use of the audio- 
meter in the testing of hearing of school 
children will be given. 

A most cordial invitation is extended to 
school authorities, boards of health, 
physicians, nurses, nutritionists, dentists, 
dental hygienists, and all others inters 
to be present and join in the discussion. 


tions throughout the world and covering an 
extremely wide range of subjects. 

The International Economic Conference 
was then summoned and met at Geneva from 
May 4-23, 1927. It was attended by mem- 
bers from fifty countries, including Turkey, 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, 
Egypt and the United States. The main ob- 
ject of the Conference was to bring about a 
general exchange of views on existing eco- 
nomic difficulties and the means of overcom- 
ing them, and to find out methods for im- 
provement and greater freedom of inter- 
national commerce. It is noteworthy, 
therefore, that the 194 members and the 157 
experts were not official spokesmen of govern- 
mental policies, but were selected by their 
Governments on the basis of technical and 
personal qualifications. The list present 
included industrialists, merchants, bankers, 
economists, agriculturists, officials with ex- 
perience of commercial policy, representa- 
tives of workers’ and consumers’ organiza- 
tions, cooperative societies, and three women 
specialists representing international wom- 
en’s organizations. 

The work of the conference fell under 
three main headings: Commerce, Industry 
and Agriculture. The first commission 
(Commerce) dealt with liberty of trading, 
customs tariffs and commercial treaties 
and indirect methods of protecting national 
commerce and shipping. The conclusions 
of the Conference on this subject were: 

That variable high tariffs are harmful to 
production and to commerce; 

That A pest economic conditions can be 
improved, while facilitating international 
trade; 

That tariffs for bargaining purposes must 
be unequivocally condemned; 

That enquiries or inspections involving 
inguisitledal procedure shall be eliminated. 

The simplification of customs tariffs was 
shown to be eminently desirable and there- 
fore a system of tariff nomenclature was 
necessary. ‘The excessive number of tariff 
subheadings which did not refer to articles 
of different nature were to be avoided, as the 
practice constituted an obstacle to trade. A 
committee is now working on this question. 

A conference which would draw up a 
convention on import and export prohibitions 
was agreed upon, and held sessions from 
October 17th to November 8 for this purpose. 

Resolutions on anti-dumping, discrimina- 
tions of various kinds, subsidies, trade 
statistics, commercial policies and treaties 
were passed unanimously. One importan} 
and extremely encouraging fact emerged 
from the discussions and that was the desire 
of the members of the Conference to make 
sure that the deliberations marked the begin- 
ning of a new era during which international 
commerce will overcome obstacles in its 
path that hamper it and resume an upward 
movement which will be a sign of the eco- 
nomic health of the world and also the neces- 
sary condition for the development of civiliz- 
ation. 

The commission occupied with the prob- 
lems of industry examined the questions of 
industrial agreements, rationalization, and 
the general situation. The difficulties with 
which the industries of primary importance 
in the international field are faced in certain 

arts of the world are insufficiency of capital, 
lack of markets for productive capacity, and 
the general impoverishment following the 
war, particularly in Europe. 

The existence of seven new countries with 
tariff walls and industrial problems aug- 
mented the difficulty. Finally, the changes 
in the structure of economic life and the 
insecurity of financial conditions have pre- 
vented restoration in the industrial field. 

Rationalization, or the scientific organiza- 
tion of labor, standardization of material and 
products, simplification of marketing, was 
generally conceded to be of great benefit to 
industry. Its wise use would in time secure 
to communities greater stability and a higher 
standard of the conditions of life, lower prices 
to the consumer and steadier remuneration 
to the producer. 

The agricultural class, being one of the 
greatest consumers in the world and also the 
occupation of the majority of the workers 
of the world, was represented at the Confer- 
ence because it was recognized that the ex- 
change of its products against industrial 
produats forms the basis of world trade. 

herefore, the questions of cooperation in 
buying and selling, organization of agricul- 
tural production, diseases of plants and 
animals, (which are incidentally convenient 
excuses for disbarment of products), agri- 
cultural credits and the wide distribution of 
agricultural statistics were all the subject of 
resolutions, It was agreed that the lack of 
prosperity in the agricultural world has a 
serious influence on the general economy of 
the nation, 

If the principles which were embodied in 
the resolutions of the Conference were ap- 
plied in all countries a great step forward 
would be taken in the improvement of inter- 


national relations and the removal of artie 


ficial barriers. A large part of the addresses 
made during the Eighth Assembly of the 
League of Nations in September of this year 
were devoted to the explanation by the dele- 
gates of measures to be taken by their 
Governments in following out the resolutions. 
It is to the Governments that we shall have 
to look for fulfillment. The Chairman in his 
closing and summary speech said: “It is not 
for ourselves that we labor, it is for the genere 
ations that will come after us. We shall 

rhaps collect the first fruits, but the full 

arvest will be for those who come after us.”

To tHe Epitor: — 

I ask a little space to answer Mr. Thomas 
E. Rhodes’ defense of the Superintendent of 
the Board of Public Works and the state- 
ments made by Mr. Rhodes either through 
ignorance of events ten years ago or else as 
deliberate misstatements. 

I want to tell Mr. Rhodes I was refused 
the job I had in the Water Department when 
I left in service of my Country to fight in a 
foreign land. Mr. Rhodes was in the office 
when I came back and asked the superin- 
tendent for my job. The superintendent 
said in words not to be midunderstood that 
I could not have my old job back. I could 
take what was offered or nothing. And this 
after he wrote me while I was in a hospital in 
France that he had been told by the Board 
to give me my old job back when I came 
home at $21 a week. Mr. Rhodes heard what 
the superintendent said when I asked for my 
old job back but never said a word to the 
superintendent to get my old job back. 

I saw Mr. Rogers, Chairman of the Board 
and he said he would see the superintendent 
and see what he could do. I was put on the 
highway to work at pick and shovel. A little 
later I was sent to pumping station but had 
nothing to do. Then I was put back on the 
highway and then for two weeks in the shop. 
I did nothing there except once I went out on 
a job as a helper. Because I said the job, 

and this was not the first time there had 
been trouble on this job, could be done in a 
way to save money, the superintendent told 
me, “ You Army guys think you are going to 
run this town. Well, you ain’t. I don’t give 
a d—n for the Board of Public Works, the 
town or anybody else” and other words not 
fit to print, 

I then saw it was no use for me staying or 
expecting my old job back so when I had a 
chance of a job on another town department 
I took it. I called up the superintendent on 
the phone and told him I had the job and was 
through with him. Mr. Rhodes is wrong 
when he says I was discharged for refusal to 
obey the superintendent. I was not fired, I 
left, and the superintendent knows it. 

I was in the employ of the Board of Public 
Works for almost ten years before entering 
the service and when I came and asked for 
my old job I was told to take what was 
offered or leave it. And Mr, Rhodes heard 
the story. No, Mr. Rhodes, I have no re- 
traction to make; you're the man to retract. 
And if you’d been half as anxious to see a 
returned soldier, and the only town employee 
in the service, get his old job back as you are 
to defend the superintendent and yourself, 
this letter wouldn't have been needed. 

I thank you, Mr. Editor, for the privilege 
of answering Mr, Rhodes’ attempt to blacken 
my character, I am ready to take oath that 
what I say is true,and I assure you that I will 
not trouble you again on this matter.

Report of Librarian of Memorial Hall 
Library 
January 3d, 1928 
To the Trustees of the Memorial 
Library: 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith present the report of the library 

nee twelve months ending December 31, 
927, 

The 28th of June, 1927, saw the library 
moving home, after an entire year spent in 
temporary quarters, and toa home so beauti- 
ful and so dignified that it is still, at the end 
of December, a matter of constant com- 
ment, 

Getting settled, especially as belated 
| workmen were still in the building, was no 
| small matter, even though the actual moving 
itself went smoothly. There were two sets of 
| books to sort together; those which had been 
| with us in our temporary rooms, and those 
which had been stored during the period of 
exile, To dovetail them neatly in the spaces 
allotted each class required careful planning. 
Everyone worked hard, and when the build- 
ing was finally opened for inspection on the 
evening of July 8th, things were approximate- 
ly in place, and in running order for business 
the next day. 

That opening was one which neither the 
town nor the weary staff will forget. For two 
hours, throngs of delighted people wandered 
through a building which surpassed their 
highest expectations. First-comers went 
back to bring friends, and as the news 
spread, the crowd increased. Next day, the 
story was repeated. Indeed, for weeks suc- 
ceeding, parties arrived to see, exclaim and 
admire. 

Not only our own people came to see the 
remodeled building, but many visitors from 
out of town, Librarians and library trustees 
from other places have been numerous, and 
generous have been their praise and their 
congratulations upon ‘“Andover’s ideal lib- 
rary.” Two members of the State Library 
Commission inspected it by inches, and gave 
it their unqualified approval, saying that they 
considered it a “perfect example of remodel- 
ing.’ They expressed the wish that every 
librarian in Massachusetts might see it and 
be inspired by its beauty and convenience. 

“Restful,” “homelike” and “welcoming” 
are the adjectives most frequently applied to 
the main library, while the list of compli- 
mentary words is exhausted when visitors 
reach the junior room, with its floods of 
sunshine, its gay draperies, its low tables, 
chairs and bookshelves, and its crowds of 
happy users. One person returned from a 
visit of inspection with the comment: “That 
room is knee-deep with smiling children.” 

And when, on a stormy day, a fire burns on 
the library hearth, it is a keen enjoyment to 
see the expression of pleas which comes 
over the faces of people as they enter from 
the wet or cold world without and see the 
flames flickering on the andirons, and see 
| earlier arrivals with one eye on a book and 
the other on the fire. It is as though the 
spirit of home descended on a public place. 

But people have done more than admire 
the library. They have used it, Our circula- 
tion for 1927 is 54,310 volumes, which is the 
largest record in the history of the library. 
And these figures are less than they would be, 
had it not been for the scarlet fever epidemic 
in June, which, closing the schools, closed 
also the junior room, ‘This did not open 
again until after the removal to the Memorial 
Hall, a period of an entire month, The main 
library was also closed for two weeks while 
moving, so that the increased circulation 
under these handicaps, shows a remarkable 
record. : 

On December 31, 1926, every borrowers 
card in the library, 4535 in number, was 
canceled and a new registration begun. In 
the twelve months just past, this fresh 

registration shows 3011 borrowers. As three 
| years is the time limit always needed to indi- 
cate what proportion of any town uses its 
public library, it is plain that our percentage 
| is again to be large. a 

The reference work has been heavy, The 
added convenience and quiet of the new 
| building is an inducement to students, w ho 
find the secluded alcoves exactly right for 
work. Every afternoon and evening sees 
them engaged with themes, required school 
|reading, or with encyclopedias to consult. 
The section set apart for educational books is 
thoroughly appreciated by the teachers, and, 
| for the first time, the art books are so placed 

that they may be used to the best advantage. 

The younger children have not been slow 

to use their room for school work, Each day 
shows a crowd of eager boys and girls looking 
up topics, in their own simpler reference 
books and asking help with their lessons, 
| Many who have no quiet place at home to 
study, spend hours in the junior library, 
| During November, the children were 
interested in reading for the state certificates, 
There were 205 of these issued through the 
year, and five honor certificates. These latter 
mean that their winners have read 25 of the 
approved books on the state lists. The honor 
winners are Dorothy Boyce, Monica Coyle, 
William Page, Jennie Shameklis and Mari- 
atta Tower. } ; 

During November, also, Miss Wade 
|started a story hour which will continue 
/throughout the winter. This is held on 
Saturday mornings in the junior room. There 
are few children who do not enjoy hearing 
steries told, and, through listening, are led 
to read worthwhile’ books. Interesting 
exhibitions have been arranged for the 
children in their glass case. Posters from 
Warsaw, Poland, attracted much attention 
at the opening of the library, Articles from

Norway formed another exhibit; from Java, 
another, and still later, was a most interesting 
one of Indian relics and curiosities, including 
an Indian doll, some finely woven baskets, 
and a miniature totem pole from Alaska. 
The Christmas snow-scene arranged for the 
holidays proved a special attraction. Trav- 
elers in Europe during the summer remem- 
bered the junior library, and an educational 
exhibit of dressed dolls from other lands has 
been started with Donald and Dugald, 
“our little Scotch cousins”, and Mari, ‘our 
little Norwegian cousin.” 

One much appreciated object in the junior 
room, the artistic model of the Santa Maria, 
was given by a person who wished to remain 
anonymous, This is an unusually beautiful 
model, and was made in Oberammergau. 
The window-baskets in this room, and also in 
the main reading-room are a source of enjoy- 
ment to everyone. The baskets are a part of 
the library furniture, but the plants and 
ferns were all gifts from garden-lovers, who 
have filled our sunny windows with summer 
beauty. The southwest alcove of the read- 
ing-room is especially attractive with all its 
flowering plants. 

Interesting and valuable gifts have come 
our way during the year. First, we should 
mention the many flowers from all over 
town for the night of the library opening 
and those other flowers which continued to 
come till gardens were no more. Miss Alice 
C, Jenkins presented to the Trustees’ room a 
portrait of her father, E. Kendall Jenkins, 
who was on the original board of trustees and 
who served in that capacity, and later, as 
chairman, for fifty-two years. This portrait 
is a duplicate of one which was made at 
the request of the Salem Y. M.C. A. and 
hung in their building as an example of the 
type of man they wished their boys to be. 
Miss Jenkins also gave a copy of the Magna 
Charta, and the list of original contributors 
to the Memorial Hall, which had been kept 
by her father. The list was headed by the 
name of John F. Flint, with a gift of $100. 

Mrs. Joseph W. Smith gave the junior 
library fourteen new books for children, 
some of which were fine illustrated editions. 
Gifts of books for both departments have 
been numerous, as may be seen from the list 
of givers. 

When the library moved irom its tempo- 
rary quarters, whatever furniture could be 
used at the Ballardvale branch, was taken 
there. The room has acquired a large and 
fully adequate card catalogue case, a standing 
bulletin board, a desk for the librarian, and 
several movable bookcases. The number of 

riodicals taken for the branch library has 

een increased by the addition of the Literary 
Digest and the Woman's Home Companion. 

It is with reverent interest that visitors 
view the Memorial Hall, on the second floor, 
where every memorial feature has been left 
unchanged. By dint of quick work, this 
room was made avilable for the use of the 
G. A. R. on the 30th of May, and they held 
there their customary service. This hall, 
when it shall have seats provided, is capable 
of seating about 200 people. By the terms 
of its license, it may then be used for lectures 
or for meetings of an educational or cultural 
type, but for nothing of a social nature, 

We have now an eg building with 

ample space for books for years to come. 
The entire capacity is sixty thousand vol- 
umes, more than twice the number that we 
own at present. The steady use of the 
library is increasing the demand from the 
»ublic for new books, and also increasing the 
Pills for binding. Books cannot be used 
without wear. The only library which has 
small binding bills is the one which does not 
serve its patrons. To purchase yearly, 
sufficient new books to supply every demand 
except that for erotic fiction, is now our 
ambition. We have taken special pains to 
buy new technical books, such as those on 
steam and electrical engineering, and have 
seen the men borrow them eagerly. Steps 
have also been taken to increase the collec- 
tion of art books. The growing interest in 
philosophy and psychology has been recog- 
nized, and recent publications placed on our 
shelves. 

One day in early December, an elderly 
gentleman was seen standing in the centre of 
the reading-room. Since he seemed a 
stranger, the librarian went to speak to him, 
He said that he came from Salem, and had 
stopped to see the library, attracted by its 
fine exterior. After being shown over the 
building, he remarked: “I am lost in wonder 
that Andover should haye such a beautiful 
library. Many places four times the size 
have nothing like this to show. I know of 
but one other town library in Massachusetts 
which approaches this in beauty, either out- 
side or in, and that is the remarkable building 
at Nahant, in which Henry Cabot Lodge 
was so much interested.” 

When he understood that the present 
structure was an old one, remodeled at one- 
third the cost of new construction, his wonder 
increased, Certainly, Andoyer has acquired 
among other towns a reputation for marked 
acumen and business ability, when, to use the 
exact words of one visitor, an important 
official in library work, it transformed with 
such economy, “one of the ugliest library 
buildings in New England into one of the 
most beautiful,”

Americanizing the Working Man 


The following editorial reprinted 
from The Boston Herald deals with a 
very interesting condition and is worth 
giving more than a passing thought. 


Two big fabric plants in New Bedford have 
adopted a policy of ‘‘no jobs except for 
American citizens.’ These plants, with 
others of the industrial eatabliskinionts of 
the city to follow, have opened offices for 
taking applications for work when the mills 
start up, and have created a sensation by 
requiring evidence of citizenship, or of having 
taken out at least the first papers for natur- 
alization, besides demanding a poll-tax re- 
bat to prove a local residence. 

his is an unusual move, and it is bound to 
obtain wide attention. It has produced such 
a rush in the several bureaus which deal with 
such matters at New Bedford as never has 
been known there. It will be said that 
selfish motives inspire this course, but even 
though that be admitted it may be argued 
that the thing itself is good. It is intended 
to reduce the number of alien employees, 
persons who benefit by American institu- 
tions and accept no responsibility for the 
reservation and improvement of those 
institutions. It means an increase in at- 
tendance at night schools, greater interest in 
the speaking of English, increased apprecia- 
tion of the what and the why of citizenship. 
In four days the local office of the bureau of 
immigration has done a larger business than 
in any thirty days heretofore. The plans 
will establish noon-hour classes at the mills, 
and avow their purpose to follow up those 
who take out first papers to insure their 
going the full distance and becoming citizens. 
It will be interesting to notice whether the 
great textile plants in the city adopt this 
same policy, and what the effect may be on 
the quality of citizenship on the one hand 
and on the efficiency of the work done in the 
mills on the other. 


This appears to be a move in the 
right direction. Although it seems just 
a trifle harsh at first glance, the qual- 


ifications can easily be met by all who 
are interested in promoting the welfare 
of the country and community in which 
they earn their living. Because of the 
prevalence of unemployment at the 
present time, the factories can well 
afford to put it to a test. It will be in- 
teresting to notice if the mills in our 
locality will follow suit if the experiment 
proves successful in New Bedford. 


A Rapid Age 


“T predict that within five years all speed- 
limit laws in the United States will be abol- 
ished. Michigan has already abolished hers. 
. . . Weare living in a rapid age and must 
keep going more rapidly all the time. In 
order to accommodate the increasing auto- 
mobile traffic of the country we must keep 
the cars moving at a high rate of speed.” 

Thus the vice president of one of the large 
automobile manufacturing companies. He 
is reassuring. A horrible misgiving was be- 
ginning to get around that our speed might 
be slackening; for, of course, it is a known 
law that an acceleration cannot be main- 
tained forever. But take heart! We are 
only just warming to our stride. 

Having been reassured on this point could 
we now be reassured on another? It is 
true, we are going at a terrific rate. But does 
anybody know where we are going? And 
does anybody know what we are going to do 
when we get there? It is time to begin 
thinking about this, for we might arrive 
before we expect to. People do, sometimes. 
One unfortunate having done so, not long 
since, a neighbor went to inform the widow. 
He had rather a hard time breaking the news 
and finally brought out abruptly: 

“Your husband has gone to a better 
world.”

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Versatile Canadian Quartet 


The Hart House String Quartet, which 
will play at Abbot on January 21, at 3 
o'clock has provided one of the sensations 
of the musical season by proving that, in 
its own field of superlatively refined music, 
it can be either revolutionary or orthodox. 
This group of Canadian players, during its 
first seasons in the United States, devoted 
most of its program to the older masters. 
Last year, in honor of the Beethoven cen- 
tenary, it gave the entire cycle of this 
master’s quartets. 

But with the completion of its Beethoven 
programs, it showed an inclination to branch 
out, in response to many inquiries from musi- 
cal folks who were desirous of becoming 
better acquainted with contemporary works. 
Its present repertoire of modern music Is 
like a directory of the moderns, including 
Bartok, Bloch, Beach, Casella, Debussy, 
Elgar, Kodaly, Loeffler, La Violette, Mali- 
piero, Goossens, Respighi, Reger, Szyman- 
owski, and Schulhoff. Four of these newer 
composers are Americans, three are German, 
and two each are representative of the Hun- 
garian and English tendencies in music. 

The classics, however, will not be neglected 
by the Hart House group. Its repertoire 
for the coming season rectides material for 
five complete concerts from the old masters. 

Chamber music, as a form, has been 
adopted as a medium through which to 
express some of the rarest inspirations in 
musical art. The duty of a string quartet 


lis to take these works and interpret the 
| composer's intuition, illuminating the story 


in an adequate and understandable manner. 

For five years, the four members of the 
Hart House Quartet have been at work 
developing their present repertoire. They 
have been constantly associated, even their 
summer vacations being spent together on a 
great country estate in Ontario, Thus 
they have been enabled to develop that 
perfect “one-ness” which is the secret of 
string quartet sucess. 

This concert will conclude the Samuel 
Morse Downs Course for the present year, 
and should provide a fitting close to this 
series.

Flonzaley Quartet Plays in Andover 


A large audience enjoyed the beautiful 
concert given in George Washington hall 
on Thursday evening, by the Flonzaley 
Quartet. This was the second annual 
concert given on the James C. Sawyer 
foundation, made possible through the 
generosity of an anonymous fund of $10,000, 
the income of which is devoted each year to 
a musical event of high quality. 

While the members of the Flonzaley 
Quartet are all European, the ensemble in its 
origin is an American outgrowth. It took 
root on these shores, and its first recognition 
was gained in this country. 

Adolfo Betti, first violin, is Italian by 
birth, and was born at Bagni di Lucca, 
When he was sixteen, his superior musical 
ability was recognized, and he was sent to 
Belgium to study with Cesar Thomson at the 
Liege Conservatory. He remained with this 
famous teacher four years, and was awarded 
the Gold Medal in 1896. He then toured 
Austria, Italy, and Germany as a virtuoso. 
In 1900 he was appointed assistant to Cesar 
Thomson in the latter's virtuoso class at the 
Brussels Conservatory, where he remained 
three years until he joined the newly formed 
Flonzaley Quartet. 

Alfred Pochon, second violin, was born in 
Lausanne, Switzerland. He too studied the 
violin at an early age, and went later to the 
Liege Conservatory to work with Cesar 
Thomson, where he won numerous honorary 
diplomas. He followed this study with a tour 
of Europe, and varied his virtuoso work with 
appearances in the Thomson Quartet in 
Brussells, and as concertmaster in the 
orchestra of Eugene Ysaye in the same city. 
In 1902 he left for the United States, where 
he joined Mr. E. J. de Coppet in founding 
the Flonzaley Quartet. 

Iwan d’Archambeau, ‘cellist, was born 
near Liege in Belgium, At the age of sixteen 
he began the study of the violoncello at the 
Conservatory of Verviers, where he carried 
off the highest honors. He continued his 
work at the Brussels and Frankfort Conserva- 
tories, and then toured with great success 
as a soloist in Germany, Belgium, and Scot- 
land. In 1903 he joined the Flonzaley Quar- 
tet. 

Nicholas Moldavan was born in Odessa, 
Russia. He is a prize graduate of the 
Petrogard Conservatory. Forced to flee 
Russia during the Bolshevist upheaval, he 
came to the United States in 1920, The invi- 
tation to join the Flonzaley Quartet came in 
1925, when Felician d'Archambeau was 
forced through ill-health to relinquish the 
viola desk.

Some Neglected Aspects of Good 
Citizenship 


“There has never been a period when 
right conduct on the part of the individual 
has had better social results or when wrong 
conduct has been more detrimental. There 
are no mechanical or legislative substitutes 
for right conduct by the individual,’ said 
Robert S. Binkerd, speaking before the mem- 
bers of the November club, Monday after- 
noon on ‘Some Neglected Aspects of Good 
Citizenship.” 

Mr. Binkerd spoke especially of the re- 
sponsibility of the average citizen in his rela- 
tion to his economic environment, stressing 
the fact that although his individual efforts 
may seem trivial, yet in the aggregate they 
have far-reaching results. 

The speaker spoke first of the great eco- 
nomic changes which had taken place in the 
last hundred years, of the multiplication of 
man’s productive powers, especially in the 
field of transportation. Until 1825, by the 
use of horses and wheel-vehicles, he had in- 
creased the amount which could be trans- 
ported by one man by forty-one times. 

With the era of steam and electricity, this 

wer has been multiplied 1,740 times. 
These increased facilities are responsible for 
an economic condition which has abolished 
independence for the individual, the town or 
city, the state, country, and even the hemis- 
phere, creating an interdependence among all 
peoples. To maintain a stability in these 
relations, it may be necessary to sacrifice 
personal opinions and inclinations. 

In speaking of prices, Mr. Binkerd said 
that they were largely regulated by supply 
and demand — that scarcity and high prices 
were a warning to use less of the commodity, 
while an abundance and lower prices were 
an invitation to increased consumption. 

The multiplication of man’s productive 
powers has made it possible to Bers more 
people alive, has prolonged the period of 
childhood and the years spent in school, but 
according to Mr. Binkerd increased wealth 
has not resulted in the production of things 
of durable or permanent value. This is the 
result of the choice of individual consumers. 

“Unless more intelligent use is made of 
man’s productivity, what is it all about?” 
concluded the speaker. 

Mr. Binkerd has been secretary of the 
City Club of New York and of the Citizens 
Union and has been vice chairman of the 
committee on public relations of the eastern 
railroads, which accounted for his frequent 
use of facts in regard to transportation with 
which to illustrate his points. He was intro- 
duced by Mrs. Frank L. Brigham, chairman 
of the Civics department, under whose aus- 
pices the afternoon’s program was presented. 

At the brief business meeting, preceding 
the lecture, letters were read from C, Carleton 
Kimball, treasurer of the local chapter of the 
American Red Cross and from Governor |

The fourth in the series of luncheon dis- 
cussions on “Child Welfare” was held on 
Thursday, January 12, at the home of Miss 
Amelia Shapleigh. Discussion of “Child 
Labor in Massachusetts” was continued with 
Mrs, Alexander Wadsworth as leader and the 
laws of the State as a basis. Were these laws 
rigidly enforced most of the problems would 
be solved. But the fact that laws in regard 
to factory inspection, work certificates, 
continuation schools, etc., exist, keeps down 
the percentage of children whom industry 
will employ. Only 6 ee cent of persons 
employed in cotton mills and 5 per cent of 
those in woolen mills are children, most 
young folks being given, the so called “arm 
and leg” jobs. Better health service is 
needed for these children, a follow-up service 
that shall do for workers in industry what 
the school nurse does for the children in 
schools. 


Contrary to general opinion, it was shown 
that increased juvenile delinquency is not 
traceable to increased employment of 
adolescents, but dates back to early truancy 
and maladjustment in school life. But the 
accident, health and moral hazards for 
children in industry, all emphasize the need 
of more schooling, more training for citizen- 
ship, and higher standards of living for these 
young people. 

Are the schools, by keeping to old time 
traditional methods failing to hold the 
children of today? Are they doing enough 
to overcome a dislike of school common to

ROGER W. BABSON DISCUSSES THE 
PURCHASING AND RENTING OF HOMES 


Gives Tips on How to Get In at the Bottom and Get Out at the Top When Dealing 
in Real Estate—Supply of Houses Has Caught Up with Demand— 
to Have Tremendous Effect on Values 


Airplane 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, January 13, 
1928. Roger W. Babson was today inter- 
viewed on the real estate situation, apart 
from the question of new building. He feels 
much better as to the land situation than he 
does as to certain forms of building. His 
complete statement is as follows: 

Land Supply Limited 

“Tt is a common Ss far Sys ‘there is still 
a lot of land outdoors. is is true, there is 
a lot of land outdoors and it is very evident 
when one travels about this great continent. 
In the United States, in Canada, and in 
Mexico there is a tremendous an.ount of land 
available. On the other hand, there is only 
so much land and there never will be any 
more. Furthermore, good land which does 
not need drainage or irrigation, and which is 
handy to communication, is especially lim- 
ited. It will always be possible to erect more 
buildings. The supply of buildings will 
never give out, but the available supply of 
land is constantly growing less. 

“However, purchases of real estate should 
not be based on the above idea, but one should 
seek out states, cities, and streets which are 
temporarily di , but which are in line 
for future development. For instance, were 
I to purchase farm land today I would go to 
Towa, Nebraska and those portions of the 
central west which have specifically suffered 
during the past five years. Were I to pur- 
chase city property, I should go to Seattle or 
some other northwestern city which has not 
yet fully recovered from the boom it had a 
decade ago. If I were to purchase land in 
some city, it would probably be in the poorest 
section of that city, the so-called slum dis- 
trict, a section where an automobile artery is 
to be put through sooner or later. There are 
always bargains in real estate somewhere. 
There is a wave movement for farm lands, 
also for city lands, while there is a similar 
movement for speculative lands. The law 
of action and reaction is always operating. 
The important thing is to get in at the bot- 
tom and get out at the top, although un- 
eeauately, most people do the reverse of 
this. 


Where Real Estate is Active 

“If I were to describe the present real 
estate situation in one word, the word would 
be ‘stability’! This viewpoint is substan- 
tiated by reports which I have received from 
the Chambers of Commerce in ninety-five 
representative cities throughout the United 
States. In answer to the question of how 
realty conditions are today, thirty-eight of

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these cities reported it as fair, twenty-nine 
of them reported good, and twenty-eight as 
slow. In other words, in far the greater 
number of cities, realty conditions do not 
show much change and are designated as 
fair. Reduced to a percentage basis, this 
means that out of a total of ninety-five 
cities, 40% of them are fair, 301-2% are 
and 29 1-2% are poor. One must take 

to account, in judging realty conditions 
now that it is the middle of winter and only 


those places that are noted as winter resorts citi 


would normally expect to have very active 
real estate conditions. This seasonal in- 
fluence is perhaps as pronounced in real estate 
as in any other line of business. Spring and 
Fall are normally the active seasons in the 
real estate market. 

“TI am particularly impressed with the 
continuation of active realty conditions in 
Texas, in the face of a generally lethargic 
condition for many sections of the country. 

more active cities in Texas, from 
a real estate point of view, are Houston, 
Galveston, and Beaumont. In Oklahoma, 


Oklahoma City and Tulsa report active the 


conditions. In fact, the Southwest as a 
whole is showing sup relatively well, both with 
respect to general business and real estate. 
Real estate is rted as either good or 
excellent in other cities as follows: Lansi 
(Michigan), Milwaukee (Wisconsin), Toledo 
and Cincinnati (Ohio), Peoria (Illinois) 
Hartford (Connecticut), Pittsburg an 
Chester (Pennsylvania), Wilmington (Del- 
aware), Chattan: Tennessee), Winston- 
Salem and Charlotte (North Carolina) 
Montgomery and Mobile (Alabama), an 
Hutchinson (Kansas), 


Rents and Real Estate 


“Tn connection with this study of the real 
estate situation, it is interesting to note the 
conditions existing at present with regard to 
the renting of houses. From ninety-five 
reports from these Chambers of Commerce, I 
find that forty-one report a decrease in the 
number of houses for rent, while thirty-two 
report an increase and twenty-two indicate 
that there has been no changes recently. 
This analysis would seem to indicate that 
the spay of houses has on the whole pretty 
well caught up with the demand. I am also 
of the opinion that builders are beginning to 
realize that the best policy is to secure oc- 
cupants before building new houses. An 
interesting point which I found true in my 
study of these reports is that the houses 
available for rent are, in most cases, old 
houses and that new houses are pretty well 
filled at present.

now depressed, but I would look in the 
suburbs of a city where land can be pur- 
chased by the acre rather than by the foot. 
Of course, everyone who intends to purchase 
real estate is interested in two things, namely, 
location and price. As it is impossible to dis- 
cuss here in a general way the first of these 
two, I shall only give the results of my study 
of land costs as I found them to exist in 
different sections. A majority of reports 
show, for land the acre nearest to the 
ies, a price around $500. In most 
cities, good land can be obtained at a cost of 
from $500 to $1000, See oftentimes one 
must expect to pay considerably more for 
particularly well located ner I am 
informed that in parts of the South and 
Southwest good land near to cities can be 
Ss ae at around $75 or $100 an acre and 

presume that such land at similar prices is 
available in certain other sections of the 
country. 

Real Estate and Airplanes 

“People have not yet realized the tre- 
mendous effect on real estate values which 
airplane someday is to have. Airplanes 
are getting much newspaper space today, 
but as yet have not become an economic 
factor. When, however, the helicopter is 
perfected, which will enable an ai: ie to 
rise vertically from the roof of any building 
and safely fall vertically at any point, then 
and then only will we enter an airplane era. 
The time is coming when airplanes will run 
in strings, like cars in a train, so that should 
the engines or wings on one break down, the 
others would pull it along. The effect of such 
development will be as great on land values 
as was the building of highways and rail- 
roads one hundred years ago. 

“Of course, real estate values are in- 
evitably linked with general business. 
Hence, as general business today is slightly 
below normal, as shown by the Babsonchart 
to be 2% below normal, so real estate ac- 
tivity is about the same. There are no 
booms anywhere. On the other hand, all 
sections of the United States are doing a 
normal real estate business. Real estate in 
Canada seems to be picking up. I believe 
that land within fifteen miles of Canadian 
cities like Calgary is a good purchase at the 
present time. There probably also are some 
great bargains in Mexico, although these of 
course, are necessarily speculative. Sta- 
tistics indicate that certain lines of building 
are now overdone and we must wait a while 
for the demand to catch up with the supply. 
Land values, however, in most sections of the 
country, are in fairly stable condition.

Egyptian Had First 


Idea of Steam Power 

Every now and then some inven- 
tor files an application in the patent 
office which is squarely anticipated by 
one or another of the inventions of 
one Hero or Heron, who lived, so it 
appears, in Alexandria a hundred or 
so years before the Christian era, says 
a writer in the Kansas City Star. 

Some of his inventions are fairly 
familiar to students of physics, but 
as they are not in use in the exact 
form in which he developed them they 
are not generally known as such, 

Among others he developed an ap- 
pafatus for causing the doors of a 
temple to open after a fire had been 
kindled on an altar outside. The heat 
of the fire caused expansion of con- 
fined air which forced water into 
some vessels suspended by cords and 
arranged, when heavy enough, to pull 
back the leaves of the door. This 
must have been a great mystery in 
his time. 

Another, and one of the most grace- 
ful ideas of this or any othér inventor, 
was his reaction steam engine. The 
principle of this was identical with 
the little rotary lawn-sprinklers now 
in use which whirl rapidly around, 
throwing water over a circular area, 

Hero arranged a vessel of water, 
with two arms extending from its top, 
so that it could readily spin on an 
axis. Heat was applied beneath so 
as to boil the water. The steam 
rushed out from the extended arms, 
which were provided with outlets ex- 
actly as in the little lawn sprinklers, 
so that the reaction from the jets of 
steam kicked the arms around and 
spun the whole affair. 

Whether or not he ever developed 
this apparatus in sufficient dimensions 
to get power from it we are not sure. 
It {8 more than likely that he may 
have utilized it for producing a very 
small amount of power. It remains 
the great-grandfather of all reaction 
steam engines, reaction turbines and 
other like devices of a now numerous 
family, all of which utilize this prin- 
ciple which Hero seems to have been 
the first to figure out, 


Married Woman's Career 

Can the married woman keep up 
outside work und run her home prop- 
erly at the sume time? A 9 to 5 o'clock 
Job, combined with home-making and 
housekeeping, is certainly too much to 
ask of uny woman, If there are chil- 
dren to be looked after, all sorts of 
complications arise: there must be a 
good, faithful and Intelligent servant, 
and every housekeeper knows that the 
species is nearly extinct, Or, the chil- 
dren must be sent to a day nursery or 
to school at an early age. Such in- 
stitutions are poor substitutes for a 
happy home life, The regular Job, 
then, is out so far as wives and moth- 
ers of the middle and lower classes 
are concerned, We must look else 
where for the murried woman's cureer, 
and we find it in a diversity of inter- 
ests that do not demand the who'e of 
an individual’s time, in social work, in 
writing, in teaching, in little theater 
movements, or lp musi¢c.—The Musical 
Observer.

No score, first game. Z dealt and bid 
one no-trump. Should A pass, double 
(informatory), or bid two hearts? This 
is a very close hand, one of the few that 
will puzzle even the Ce There ore 
strong arguments in favor of an in- 
formatory double in the Lelie of part- 
ner's making a spade bid, which would 
offer the best chance for game. The ob- 
jection to this procedure, however, is 
very strong, because partner is almost 
cértain to bid clubs. If he does, A must 
then bid hearts with but a slim chance 
for gatae if Z has a sound no-trump bid. 
is objection also holds for an im- 
mediate bid of two hearts over the no- 
trump. The bid probably can be made 
but game is very doubtful. On the other 
hand, if A passes and opens hearts, he 
is almost certain to defeat the no-trump 
bid by one’or more tricks, At fifty a 
trick, this seems to be much better 
strategy than to bid hearts and struggle 
along at only eight points per trick. 
After acareful analysis, therefore, the 
writer believes that A should pass and 
try to defeat the no-trump bid. This 
proved the winning bid in the match 
referred to in the preceding article. The 
winning player passed the no-trump 
and defeated the bid by two tricks, 
with aces easy, making a net score of 
100 points. The losing player bid two 
hearts and just made his contract, scor- 
ing 16 points for tricks and 30 points 
for honors, a total of 46 points. The net 
difference in points in favor of the pass 
was, therefore, 54 points and as the 
match was won by 34 points, this proved 
to be the winning hand. Note the an- 
alysis of this hand very casefully.

ow can Y-Z win all the tricks against 
any defense? Z should lead the six of 
hearts and trump in Y's hand with the 
deuce of spades. Y should now lead the 
nine of spades and B is forced to dis- 
card. He cannot discard a heart for if 
he does, Z with two re-entries can set 
up and make two heart tricks. B must, 
therefore, discard either a club or a 
diamond. In view of A’s club holding, 
B's best discard seems to be the nine 
of clubs; but it realli immaterial, as 
will appear later, which of these suits 
B discards. Z's discard should be di- 
rected by B's; that is, if B discards a 
club, Z should do the same: if B dis- 
cards a diamond, Z also should discard 
a diamond 

Suppose, therefore, at trick two B 
discards tlic nine of clubs. Z should dis- 
card the five of clubs. A can discard 
either the sx of clubs or the five of dia- 
monds. We will suppose him to discard 
the five of diamonds, although his dis- 
cards are immaterial, as can be seen b 
playing out the problem with A discard- 
ing the six of clubs at this point. Y 


should now lead the suit which B dis- 
carded — in this case, the clubs, Z wins 
the trick with the king, Z should now 
play the ace of hearts; A should discard 
aclub, Y should discard a diamond and 
B follows suit. Z should now lead the 
nine of hearts. A can aie discard the 
jack of clubs and Y should trump with 
the trey of apace, B following suit. Y 
should now lead the four of spades. B 
cannot discard his queen of hearts or 
Z's jack of hearts will be good, so he is 
forced to discard the eight of diamonds. 
Z should discard the jack of hearts. 
A is now in a difficult position, He 
has left the ques of clubs and the 
queen jack of diamonds and must dis- 
card one of these cards. If he discards 
the club, Y's remaining club is good and 
Z's ace of diamonds. If A discards the 
jack of diamonds, Y will lead the trey 
of diamonds and 2's ace and four of 
diamonds are good. In either event, 
therefore, Y-Z must win all of the tricks 
against apy defense, It is a very tricky 
little problem and illustrates perfectly 
how to force discards from your op- 
ponents to their disadvantage.
